The paper concerns foils made from polyether ether ketones (PEEKs) which are plated to be used as flexible 
printed circuit boards. To enhance the adhesion between the substrate surface and the metal layer a structuring 
of the substrate surface is described. The structuring is achieved by etching with chemicals like hydrochloric acid. 
The paper reports about the impact of the addition of various amounts of calcium carbonate as substrate (PEEK) 
additive on the structuring and the resulting roughness of the surface because the etching step removes the 
surface-near parts of the calcium carbonate additive. 
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
